ln the Treaty of Nanking, the second Article states that “ British subjects with their 
families and establishments shall be allowed to reside, for the purpose of carrying on thei 
mercantile pursuits without molestation or restraint, at the Cities and Towns of Cat 
Amoy, Fvo-chow-foo, Ningpo, and Shanghae.” 

Row the Treaty has already been equitably fulfilled at four of these Ports, and 
remaius the only exception. Even at Foo-chow-foo, where difficulties were last 
urged, exactly similar to those alleged regarding Canton, your Excellency’s go

The control of Chinese Subjects belongs exclusively to_Your Excellency’s government, 
I have only to require for British Subjects those privileges and that protection which 
have been so often urged, and so long postponed—and having now received positive 
instructions from my government, | canuot do otherwise than be guided by them.

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Tas city lies thirty miles from the mouth of the river, in « valley 
on ite right bank. The scenery of the Min from its emboochere to 
Pubchae hes been compared to that of the Rhine, with which, in- 
deed, tt has some features of resemblance. The banks are generally 
steep and abrupt, and thoagh upon the whole rather bare, in many 
places villages are seen half embosomed in trees, and the land above 
and around is terraced even to the summits of the hills, and ander 
careful cultivation. A good deal of active bustle and improvemen 
was perceptible as we approached the bridge’ Numerous juoks were 
lying im the river, their shapes and devices bespeaking the different 
ports to which they belonged, from the high poop and clamsy bulk 
of the Sbinghai barks, to the low, long craft, dispatched from Ningpo, 
and waiting for a cargo of black tes, &e. Shore boats, filled with 
idle gazers, plied round us in great numbers, generally worked only 
by women—ruddy, healthy, and merry-looking—by the aid of an oar 
at the stern and one at the bow, from 25 to 30 feet in length, serving

ed, and wmectribed with the prctaresque written character —their ge"- 
dy laoteras swinging above, and thew fantastic wares set out in duc 
order, enliven aed unpreve the pictere.

A freend of mine the 
other day saw his Chinese servant eater bis room with « broad grin 
oa hee countenance, as if he had some delightful news to relate, and in- 
formed hee master that a fellow-servant had hanged himeclf; “ What 
could have indeced him f" “ Spose wanche catch bury.” That is, he 

merge man wanted to get pen heyy Wt ebor who 
pense! Their indifference to life, their want of all sympathy with 
human salfermg, is 90 great as to strike the most careless observer. 

I raie the Chisess intellectually very low ; and a thousand years 
of starnation, in complete ignorance of even the elements of modern 
cwilation, and the higher kiuds of kuowledge, I think warrant the 
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jodgment. Yet the women, especially 1 remarked, had many of 
them well-formed heads and foreheads, such as the European often 
cannot boast. Thoagh possessed of little beauty, they have a mild 
_intelligent cast of coantenance, far superior in character to that of 
their lords and masters, They look eminently modest too, both in 
dress and manner ; for though in those accustomed to hard work the 
legs are bared to the upper part of the knee, the neck is closely veil- 
ed to the throat, and the bast enveloped im a loose vest drawn in 
toghtly at the nateral wait, while « white of blue apron and wide 
trousers reaching to the knee, complete a dress both modest and ap- 
propriate. 

The men of the lower classes in Fubchau newher step so freely, nor 
carry themecives so well as the women. In soldier's phrase, they 
went “ setting-up “ terribly; member do they possess any of the mild 
intelligence of what may traly be said to be their better halves, There 
1s sometheng lewche in thew gestares (1 bare not an Eagiteh eqaiva- 
lewt), and they stand of move alone round-shoaldered er hall-bent 
Ie expreesan, they are frequently euher staped of impadent, with oo 
pretensions to manly besety, gor, generally, to rigor of form A 
grade higher, a they m we, a are carried along io chore, mole 
ap in long gowns and banging sleeves, thew vests Gtting roaed thy 
lrwer pert of the threat, « everen fece and head shore, with one 
patch of We and lowg pendent tail, they look as if dressed for the 
gurllotine 

The Chinese coolies do « grout deal of hard work, vet they do 
not seem to be well-grown, mascalar, athletic men =| dowlt w ether 
the day's work of an Fn gteeh porter would oot kill any three of them 
Their avascles seem Avccid and soft; their chests are neither deep 
not broad, and the whole body « buat indifferently set upon the legs 
They eppeared genrrally oat of condition; either too spare for 
mrength of too fut for exertion, the latter condition being almost 
exclusively confined to the ssp keepers. The Tartars are geuerally 
a taller and more athletic race. 

The fish was in considerable variety, but even in this notural 
product they do not seem to possess many kinds of good or delicate 
flavor. They have several kinds of inferior shell-fieh, and « huge- 
looking crab that presents anything but an inviting aspect. The 
turtle is tolerably plentiful. 1 believe the Chinese, par gent, do 
not attach importance to the freshaess of fish; mdeed, if | may judge 
by the odours of their fish-market, much the coutrary. Even in the 
fish they preserve, the salt is applied when we consider the fish spoileds 
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Of meat, some kids and goats, some beef of indifferent appearance, 
and large quantities of pork, seemed to be in request ; the last, as I 
afterwards tested, was excellent and of very delicate flavor. I did 
not observe dogs or cats, alive or dead, for sale ; but fat sows and 
their progeny, with mangy dogs, dispute the pathway im prodigious 
numbers. The poorer classes feed chiefly in the streets, clustering 
roand gateways, where sheds or stalls are kept by itinerant cooks. 
Rice is, of coarse, the principal food, stewed with a little fish, and 
dashed with garlic. It is amusing to see these chair-bearers and 
cvoles squatted on their hams and curiously poised apon their feet, 
instead of resting on that part of the person we are apt to think des 
tined for sitting accommodation (for this ws their favorite position, 
expecially if they can perch im this attitude on the top of a table or 
high stool), thew knees to their chests their basins and chopsticks to 
their mouths, shovelling in the rice porridge im the most dexterous 
manner, and with such gusto that one = mech inclined to think u can 
be no such bed thing after all. The Chinese are, indeed, to « man, 
good cooks, and well know how to extract the wutritive and glutinous 
elements out of all that comes under thew hands 

We passed s succeasson of coppers-amiths, hammering some excellent 
look mg metal into all kinds, and some very odd kinds, of pots, pans, 
incense arna, and dishes These came a successina of wonmongers, 
hammering the red-hot bare with hearty good will, end fashioning 
the very roughest tools and implements. Another minete sad we 
were in a rag far, the Monmouth-street of Fubchao. Second-hand 
robes, jackets, and cape beng up in al) ranetics of condiion—nearly 
new, shabby, and threadbare. Thee followed a long succession of 
lantern shops, the lanteras beieg often of fantastic and yet elogeut 
forme and very delicate materials, ailed paper, transparent silk, or 
tulvery tale covering the slight bamboo frame, bedizened with paint, 
varnish, and gilding in wonderful profusion, and adorned with figurts, 
painted as only the Chinese can paint themselves, absurd, grotesque, 
out of drawing, most expressively inexpressive in countenance, and 
marvellously like the great originals. Of furniture shops there was 
abundance, with beds, tables, chairs, incense-stands, and wonderful 
book-cases that would puzzle the most ingenious to set up any two 
authors on the same level. Then came sedan-chops, providing both 
the flimsy bamboo chair of the lower classes, and the portly well- 
made cloth-covered vehicle of the magistrate, basket-shop, bamboo 
workshops, druggists, cook-shops, curiosity-shops, china-shops, with 
which the eye sent a rapid glance back through hong within hong, piled

with this handsome ware. Silkmercers and drapers passed in review ; 
there are generally five or six of the same hind together, and these 
recur often throughout the streets, preserving such a family likeness, 


that to distinguish them again by their exteriors would be as difficult 


a task as the puzzled robber found it to point out the house of Ali 
Baba among eight or ten marked precisely alike. 
Withdrawing one’s eye from the interior to examine the exterior 
of these shops and habitations, a curious subject of inquiry presents 
itsel{,—how the whole is put together so that walls and roof do not 
fall asunder entirely—they often do in part,—and why one wall does 
not go backward and another come forward, seeing that they have 
long ceased, if indeed they ever pretended, to stand straight, and are 
perfectly independent of all support! Paint and gilding in China 
do the office of charity in covering « multitude of sins. It ie weil 
known that ia « Chinese house paint and oyster shells supply the 
place of glass windows; be it also understood that it is not cons> 
dered always essential that a door be made to shut or a window to 
open, and, indeed, a medium between an approach to a fit between 
wiedow and frame seems rather to be preferred. Their paint they 
lay on with the hand with « little piece of twisted cotton; this may 
have the effect of working it into the grain, but otherwise does not 
look very efficient. 
We, im building, have some narrow prejudice about the sightliness, 
not to say the importance of perpendicular, horizontal, and paralle! 
lines. These are rather beneath the notice of a Chinese workman, 
or beyond bis reach of art. In building a house at Fubchas, | per- 
ceive the fashion is as follows: the foundation is made by « shallow 
trench, wherein are ranged a few rough-hewa stones, something in 
the Cyclopiec fashion, not laid as wedges, but Giling in angles, and 
so mutually supporting each other ; four of more pillars of wood are 
then set upon, not into the mad, of which the floor is to be made, 
standing each on a small slab of stone, thicker or thinner, if any 
dissimilarity in the length of the several pillar mast be made up; 
four crossbeams make the framework on which the roof is to be laid, 
being of rafters and loose tiles ; lastly, rise the walls of mud, sometimes 
eparingly assisted with bricks, but with litle or no mortar. The 
walle having little or no connection with the roof or the pillars, do 
not feel themselves at all constrained to follow the same line, but 
incline inward or outward, as is most convenient. The roof, if a 
little top-heavy, as it generally is, gives a jaunty air to the pillars, 
and, to lead the additional support which seems so much needed, 
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large sloping beams or buttresses are driven inte the earth at each 
side of the house, which thus appears to stand like a drunken man, 
not on its own feet, but by the aid of considerate friends. Nothing 
is more common than to see a perfectly new house propped by these 
supports. Having proceeded thus far, the work in which they really 
delight begins. The pillars, ceiling, and roof are daubed with red 
paint, the walls very respectably plastered, and, if the purse and 
taste of the proprietor permit, gilded tablets inscribed with the old 
Chinese character, gay flowers, and grotesque monsters in paint or 
alto-relievo, cover the walls of cornices; little temples, niches for 
josses, and grottioes, being added if space will allow, and thus, in 
Chinese estimation, completed an admirable and substantial house. 
The mandarins in Fubchau are not better lodged than the shop-kee- 
pers; though much has heen written of abodes of luxury and habits 
of indulgence, the foundation for such tales is only to be found in 
two or three of the wealthy Canton merchants’ villas, who have im- 
bibed some ideas of luxury and refinement from their intercourse 
with Eoropeans. A mandarin’s residence is a perfect Chinese paz- 
zle of gateways, courtyards, lanes, temples, and shops, often cover- 
ing several acres of ground, yet without a single comfortable room.

Navigation of the Min. 

The White Dog group will afford shelter to vessels in the northeast mon- 
soon; bat by far the best place for making the entrance to the river is from 
Chingehi shan and Mate’ shan On the west side of the latter, vessels 
will find shelter in either monsoon ; and as they will have only seven miles 
to go to reach the bar, they will be better enabled to choose their time. 
‘These islands, vic: the White Deg group, Mated shan, Chanchi shin, 
together with the Sea Dog, form admirable leading marks for makeng the 
coast, and are thas descnbed by capt. Kellett :— 

The White Dogs. —“The White Dogs, called by the Chinese Pik-kinen, 
consist of two large and one smaller islet. To the northeast one and a half 
mile is @ rock upon which the sea breaks; anchorage for ships of any 
draught may be had under the western island in the northest monsoon; as 
the water decreases gradually towards the island, large veasels may ap- 
proach as convenient, bearing in mind that there is 18 feet rise and fall.” 

H. M. S. Cornwallis anchored here for five days with strong northeasterly 
winds, and rode easy. The bearings from her anchors ge were as follows :

Changchi shin lies northoast three miles 
from Waled shin; on it are two remarkable peaks, the highest is elevated

The bay on the sonth «ade of thie island affords good shelter in the northea st 
monsoon. Vessels entering from the northward may round the southeastern

Eatrance to the river Min. To the eastward of the north horn of the 
channel at the entrance of the river is a reef which shows only at low water, 
the bearings from it eres Mated shin peak N. 54° E, Sea Dog N. 88° F.

Rees Rock is low and difficult for a stranger to get hold of, unless from 
the masthead.

) On the north side of the river is a remarkable sharp peak; and 
a square (or double peak) on the south ; nearer than the latter Round Island 
will be seen, and to the southward of it « sharp sandy peak, bearing abou, 
S 68" W. This latter is the only peak that can be mistaken for the sharp 
peak on the north side, and the bearing of the White Dogs will at once 
obviate the mistake, if referred to. The channel between the breakers is 
two miles across at the entrance; nearly in mid channel is a knoll which 
at soine seasons has only nine feet over it, and at other periods thirteen feet.

with emotions of gleduces at the prospect of eternal glory, of ut can 
reconcile the poor to the happiness of theer lot as beong rich wm bee 
vemly things, if ot cam fill the sou! of the persecuted sed veloriaaaie uf 
thes world with contentment aad peaceful remgnation to Gud e wil! | 
if 4 cam melt the soul of the bleephomer, tura the heart of the perse 
cutos, purify the conscience of the |ust-strcken debaucher, soften ibe 
malice of the marderer, and bring the most discordant social clement 
to harmony and peace, so that the blessed state allegoriaed by the 
prophet Isaiah (11:6) is brought to pas, “ The wolf also shall dwell 
with the lamb, and the leopard shall lie down with the hid, and the 
calf and young lion and the fatling together, and a lusle child shall 
lead them."’ If, more than this, ut can enable the Christian, racked 
with pam and in the dread agony of death, to utter, in the full con- 
fidence of hope and trust in the Redeemer's love, the words of triamph 
over the last enemy himeelf, “Ob death where is thy sting! Ob 
grave where is thy victory,” then, brethren, I ask whether the diffo- 
mon of such a blessed principle of happiness through the world is poy 
rational and good? I ask whether those, who in God's providence 
have been called to leave the land of their nativity, in order to prope 
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grie thes divine system and to hasten forward the consummation of 
thes glorious plan af salvation, are not engaged in a work indispensabl y 
good und essentially benevolent’ If it be true that Christianity, in 
proportion to the degree of mts reception and influence, carries with 
tall these blessngs for time and eternity which have been enumerated 
(end the Beble infallibly declares, and the history of the church 
proves, and the experteece of every real Christian firmly attests the 
treth of cur assumptson,) thee, | ask, ebether n does not follow that 
the meamonery work may im the subbumety of ts obyects fairly com- 
pete orth the hoghest scheaee of philemthropy, end whether the treth 
of my progertetoan = Gad eequestsonebly established om pour comtiction, 
thet, “the missionary @erd, chee? om the commen principle of

The pemage of Serweere chosen a my tert commends the doty. 
of making an aggreamve eGor to duffew the guepel mm ell lends, se 
plainly as words cam couvey @eaning: “Go ye into ofl the world 
and preach the gospel to every createre.” Equally extensive ond 
erplest are the words of the parallel passage comtaierd in Mettbew's 
goupel (28: 19), “Ge ye therefore and teach oll aationn” It was 
the first commend of the ren Saviour to be assembled apostics, 
afier be had trumped over the power of death and barst the fetters 
of corruption, thet these who profess to love hum, should show thee 
gruiuede to him, by laboring to extend his kingdom and reign 
through the world. ff we mark the extent of the command track 
all nations, or as the word in the original Greek atrictly denotes 
“make disciples” of all avtions, we shall see that the duty & coex- 
tensive with the wants of the whale enchristiaaized world, and (in- 
asmuch as no duty ts commanded in Sermpiure which is impossible 
ia the performance,) that in this passage, as in numerous other pas- 
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sages of Scripture, there is an earnest and a pledge of the future and 
final triumph of the gospel over error and superstition. 

Now this command, to “ preach the gospel to every creature,” “ to 
go and make disciples of all nations,” must have been intended by 
our Lord to apply either to the aposties in their own persons exclu- 
sively, or to the whole Christian church in all ages, represented in the 
persons of the aposties then assembied in our Lord's presence after 
hes resurrection. That the command was not intended merely to 
apply to the apasties alone ws evident from two conmderations. 

let. From the terms of the command, “ preach the gospel to every 
creature,” “ge and teach” (or make disciples of) “ all nations.” 
The unpossibilty of the eleven surviving sposties strictly fulfilling, 
wm ther own persoms, so extensive and ua:versal a command, as that 
of evangelumng the whole human rece, will at once present itself to 
every mund Added to which many extensive regions of the world 
were unknown im the age of the aposties and have only been explored 
end brought to knowledge by the discovers of a comparatively 
recent period. That the command was not meant to apply to the 
apustion im thew own persons shome, will be evident also. 

Ody. Prem the premise cueceed w it, is Matthew's goepel, “ Lo I 
am with pou alway even ante the cad of the world.” Here « promee, 
of out Lard s preeence to the end of time. se made comditicomal on the 
folhlient of the commend Ba: the apontics, after labormg m 
évfieremt parte of the pagan world m preaching the goepel, fil, one 
after another, cheefly the rretime of persecetron, and eithen ssaty of 
seventy years afer the reserrection of our Lord, they hed all deed 
and catered imto thew rest, ia whet way then « the promee to be 
fulfilled,“ Lo l am wah you slwey even ante the cad of the world.” 
it & to be felflied in the gracious presence of cur Lord wuh the 
Cbrestsan church, as aggregete of all the tree followers of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, in every age to the end of time, of whom the spasties, 
who then stood in the presence of our Lord, were the representatives. 
lt conveys @ gracious intimation to God's people in all ages, that m 
proportion as they obey this inyunctson of thew risen Lord, i estend- 
ing the influence of bus gospel among the benightod milloms of the 
heathen world abroad and the masses uf baptized heathenism at home, 
in bearing the good tidings of a Seviour's love to every creature im 
every land where the destructive ravages of sin have extended, thew 
exalted Redeemer will be with them, comforting them with asserances 
of his love, supporting them by the communications of his grace, and 
finally conducting them to heaven. It conveys a command that every 
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particular Christian church, as a branch of the universal company 
of God’s spiritual children, should have its representatives in pagan 
lands to carry through the world the glorious testimony of a sacrifice 
and ransom provided for sin. 

And to this is annexed the promise that, in proportion as this com- 
mand is obeyed, and the gospel is proclaimed in its purity and power 
without intermixture of the superstitious corruptions of man's deviemg 
or the pride of ecclesiastical ambition, the blessing and presence of 
our Lord should remain with that church, preserving “ from error 
and making it, in the copious effuson of the gracious influences of 
his spirit, “ like a watered garden and like a spring of water whose 
waters fail not.” 

Ill. And this leads me to the third proposition, which asserts 
that, in the missionary werk, the ordinary means employed are pri- 

la order to ascertain how far im the prosecetion of thw glorious 
end, we are treading in the steps of the aposties, and following (as 
far as may be) the order of means so blessed in the difflusson of Chr» 
Lianity in prumetive times, 1 is secessary that we should gather from 
Scrmpture the conduct and proceedings of the early Christians, im this 
matter |i ws mecessary to inquire how they understood the command 
of Chrea, and bow they eet themselves to obey «. be wil) then be easy 
to perceive whether the means now ordinarily employed im the prec- 
tecal machinery of Christian meessone bear such « resemblance to the 
early church, as to encourage the hope that we may eve somilar resulis 
flow from the missionary caterpree,. Wereed im the begmuing of 
Acts, 3: that whee the persecution, atiending the martyrdom of 
Stephen, was the cecamoe of dupernag, from Jer salem through the 
surrounding tegron, the Great Chretien deecoples, thes apparently du 
couragiag event was overruled by God to the furtherance and exten 
mon of the gospel. ina the words of the seered hustorian, “ they that 
were scattered abroad went crerywhere preachwng the word’ The 
varioas parts of the Lioly Land thus heard the message of the gospel. 
The firs preachers of Christianity gradually extended thew labors 
to other lands; but even bere ther own countrymen, after the flesh, 
were in every case for a tame the Gret oljects of thew solentade, im 
accordance with the spirit of the command of oer Lord, contamed 
im Luke, (24: 47,) ‘that repentance and remission of sins should be 
preached in his mame among all nations, beginning at Jerusalem.” 
But every nation and people, as well as every imdividual, have theis 
day of grace and their season of repentance 
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When the message of reconcil‘ation is rejected, and they wilfully 
close their eyes to the light of God's truth, their religious privileges, 
as @ nation, are withdrawn, and conferred on other nations less 
favored than themselves. The continued unbelief and unpenitence 
of the Jews led to the call of the surrounding gentiles to the privi- 
leges of the gospel. In Acts, 13: 45,4647, we read, “ Bat when 
the Jews saw the multitudes, they were filled with envy and spake 
against those things which were spoken by Paul contradicting and 
blasphening: thew Pacl and Barnabas waxed bold and said, 
was necessary that the word of God should first have been spoken to 
you, but seeimg ye pat it from you and jodge yourselves unworthy of 
everlasting life, lo we turn to the gentiles, for so hath the Lord com- 
manded us ."’—On another cocasion also (Acts 1%: 6.) a & related, 
“And when they (the Jews) opposed themselves and blasphemed, 
he shook hes ramment and sad unto thom, your blood be upan your 
own heeds: | am clean, fom henceforth | will go anto the Gentiles.”’ 
From the tome, the evangelists, sent forth from the infant churches 
of Palestune, proceeded on thew labors of love to the surrounding 
heathen. Men of every variety of condition im life, and mental 
acquirements, from the illnerate fisherman on the Lake of Galilee, 
Matthew the publican called from hes lacrative post at the recerpt of 
custom, Aquila the teat-maker, | ake the beloved physscran, to Paul 
the iearned, versed im all the depths of Rabbeaical lore, and “ brought 
up at the feet of Gamaliel,”” wore led to consecrate therr bodies and 
mends to the preacheng of Christ creceied, the spirit of God in ther 
ows hearts and the choice of the charehes sealing externally thers 
call to the work, alike attesting their divine commision. 

It might have been objected shen, as it is sometimes objected mow , 
that a wide field of uwfulness lay before them among their country- 
men in theer native land ; that they should first labor ull the fruits of 
Christianity were more sppsrent among the Jews ; and then, when ail 
Judea had become Christian, they should go forth to other lands 
But gat so thought the early disciples, acting under the direction of 
the spirit of God. Asia, Macedonia, Greece, Rome and surround- 
ing Countries, attested the zeal of their mismonary labors. The athe- 
wtic philosophy of Athens, the debauched luxury of Corinth and the 
pride of imperial Rome, shared with the “ Barbarian and the Sey- 
thian the holy sympathy of the sposties, Sapported at one time 
by the contributions ef Christian churches, at another time by their 
own mannal labor, they gave themselves to this one thing of diffusing 
the knowledge of their Redeemer. A continual intercourse was 
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maintained between the itinerant evangelists and their constituency 
in Judea. (Acts, 15:4.) “And when they were come to Jerusalem, 
they were received of the church, and of the aposties and elders, 
and they declared all things that God had done with them.” 

In this rapid and imperfect sketch, all who are acquainted with 
the details of missionary institetions will perceive an exact model of 
the present plans and operations ordinarily employed for the exten- 
sson of the gospel. Doubtless many anomalies exist from the altered 
character of the times and the changed relation of the church, es- 
pecially in the case of our own church, as established by lew in 
connection with the stste. In all the grand outlines, however, there 
is @ perfect resemblance. Many Obristians at home feel strongly 
the duty of the charch obeying the Lord's command, “ go and teach 
all nations." From the neceesity of the cause, and the complicated 
relations of life, few only can personally engage in the work. As 
sociations are formed for the collection of the necesvary funds, and 
the ecquretian of the neormary information respecting heathen coun- 
tree The openings of providence are prayerfally watched and 
observed. Laborers are required to enter on the missionary Geld. 
Men, in whose prety, rent, pedgment end ality, they have reason to 
confide as sustatle qualifications for the work, are sent forth as their 
representatives i conformity qith the coclemert.cel rules of the 
church to which they telong The word of God i translated into 
per amin eustable tracts are prepared, instruction uw imparted, 

and the preaching of the goepel ma. eon as posuble comm. cced 
Correspondence m mamtaned between the charch at home nd their 
missionary representatives in beathen lands. They aid them with 
thew prayers; they follow them with thew good wishes; they sympe- 
these im thesr discouragement; they rejoice in their success. And 
aced ali the pamfal instances of labiiuy to error, the weakness of 
man, and the imoomsstencses of some who are nevertheless sncere 
in their work, aad whe, (if the truth were kaows end we coald be. 
hold Uber in ther closet im thei secret approaches unto God), con- 
fess thea short coatags and deplore their enprofitableness with 
acuter sorrow than the most vindictive calemay could inflict, who, 
| ask, will venture to affirm that each « work, sech an enterprise, 
such a system of missionary agency, is aot substantially im sccor- 
dance with the will of a merciful God, and will refuse wo concede 
that in the present endeavors for the extension of the Redeemer's 
Kingdom, the ordinary means employed are primitive and apostolic ' 
LV. The effects of Christian missions in later times have been 
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identical with those in apostolic times, in proportion to the faithful- 
ness of Christians, and the amount of instrumentality used. 

In estimating the effects of Christian missions in later times, and 
comparing them with those in apostolic times, we must remember 
that in some important particulars we are placed in a different posi- 
tion. ‘The age of the aposties was an age of miracles. Receiving at 
the feast of Pentecost the miraculous knowledge of the languages of 
all the nations to which they were sent, and enjoying the miraculous 
power of healing diseases, the extraordinary powers with which the 
first apostles were veaded were adapted to the obstacles with which 
they had to cope. They bore with them infallible credentials, by 
which the divine character of the religion they proclaimed might be 
tested and established in the mind of the most sceptical inquirer But 
the age of miracies has now ceased, with those peculiar circomstances 
which rendered sach extraordinary powers, in the infinite wisdom of 
Ged, emential to the difflumon, recepuon, progress and triumph of 
the new religron 

A moment's comuderation will show how widely different are the 
crroumstances of the Christian charch im tts present efforts to extend 
Christiansty through the world, and how right 4 i to modify and 
correct our estimate sad expectation of the comperstive results of 
apostolic and modern misnonary labors by a reference to the relative 
advantages of cach period. So rapid were the carly triumphs of the 
gvuepel that before three centuries bad elapsed, from the resurrection 
of our Lord, the benner of the crow waved wiemphently fom the 
battlements of the umperial city, and the comversion of the emperor 
Constantine was the means of estebiehing the persecuted religron 

But here the coward career of Christianity, gomg forth “ conquer- 
img end to conquer,’ was slackened and retarded only because the 
mimtonary pulse of the Christian church hed begun to beat less 
vigorously. The seculariing mflecace of pomp end power soon 
deprived the church of us aggressive force; and the primiuiwe seal, 
which um the hardihood of its native mountams had stood unmoved 
by the storms and frosts of persecution, sow dwindled away into « 
teader exotic, on the mild soil of imperial favor. Under the in- 
Guence of the moral blight, which during the darkness of the middie 
ages checked the progress of the truth, and banwhed true religvon 
from the most glorious scenes of its carly triumphs; when the growth 
of sacerdotal ambition, the intermixture of pagan rites, and the progress 
of internal corruption, had combined with the desolating advances 
of Mohammedaniem in arresting the career of Christianity; when 
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spiritual Chritianity was well-nigh absorbed in the all-consuming 
floods of formalism and priestcraft; when missionary zeal had, in the 
degeneracy of the age, been lowered into the mere desire of extending 
the boundaries of a sovereign pontiff, enthroned on the seven hills of 
Rome, and selling, by an assumed right of heaven, the grant of king- 
doms, of pardons, and indulgences; when the few churches, which 
remained faithful to the trath, held forth the lamp of the gospel, 
amid the flames of papal persecution and the darkness of surrounding 
error ; during this long and dreary interval, all the efforts of the faith- 
ful followers of Jesus Christ, were consumed in defending their 
position from the influence of surrounding contamination. The 
missionary principle, as glorious and as important as ever, was directed 
into other channels, and the faintest efforts for the extension of spt- 
ritual Christianity were crushed im thei imceprent birth. 

After that memorable event in the history of the haman mind and 
of the Christian charch, whea the energies of men rose against that 
spiritaal despotiem which fettered the soul in the trammels of priest- 
eraft and demanded the sarrender of private jadgment into the hand 
of an ambitious and self-styled infallible charch ;—the attention of 
the newly emancipated band of martyrs to the truth was necessarily 
eccapred in defending their new-born liberty from the assaults of the 
Papacy. Like the newly reterned Jewish exiles from Babylon, they 
raised the bulwarks of Protestantiem, with the implements of labor 
m one band, and with the eword im the other, to guard against the 
merdsous advances of an cverwatchful fe The mind, the talent, 
the learning of Chrvstendom were employed m controversy with the 
Popedom. Three centerics of opposition and internal disorder 
delayed the genuine development of Protestant strength. 

The last ceatery, though « witnessed dering the early part of its 
course, much of retarning torpor and deadaeces, was nevertheless 
towards its close a period of rallying. Then the long-dormant powers 
of missionary seal, barst forth into new and aawonted activity. Then 
followed those missionary institutions, and that spirit of missionary 
enterprise, which have been the glory of the present century. Then 
the different churches of Christ, like so many different regiments of 
one common army,—differ though they might im the color of thei, 
facings, in the devices on their banners,—marched forth on one com- 
mon crusade, against one common enemy, sccoutred in the same 
armor of God, obeying the same Captain-Savior, inspired by kindred 
joys, and rejoicing in one common bope of victory. 

The begining of the prevent ceatury was then the grand epoch 
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of Protestant missions. Bearing in mind the absence of miraculous 
powers from the church, and remembering the very partial extent to 
which professing Christians have been roused to the duty of Christian 
missions, we shall soon perceive that the wonder is not that so little 
- of successful results has followed ; but that with so small and contract- 
ed a measure of effort, so large and extensive a measure of effects has 
been realized. I would ask you to bear in mind the obstacles which 
in our Anglo-Indian empire so long hindered the endeavors of missi- 
onaries, and by an ill-founded apprehension of the danger of missions 
to the stability of British dominion, checked, discqpraged, and prevent- 
edfthe developement of missionary exertions I wdéuld remind you of the 
jealousy of the slave-proprietor, fearing the influence of gospel civili- 
zation on his living goods and chattels. I would remind you of the 
retarding influence produced by the frequent immoralities of the 
subjects of Christian nations. I would remind you of the cold and 
suspicious di which persons in influence and power, so long 
breat the missionary work. And then, 1 would ask you to 
examine the partial results that have been already achieved in spite 
of all these combined obstacles ; and then inquire whether in propor- 
tion to the faithfulness of Christians and their obedience to the part- 
ing command of our Lord, the effects of recent missionary efforts do 
not exhibit a measure of success, exceeding the most sanguine hopes 
that could reasonably be entertained ; and as far as a similar measure 
of means suthorizes us in looking for « similar measure of results, 
whether, the effects of Christian missions in later times have not 
been identical with those in apestolic times in proportion to the faith- 
fulness of Christians, and the amount of instrumentality used ! 
Within this brief period of exertion, the apparatus andthe machi- 
nery of missionary work have been raised. The mighty engine of 
Christian philanthropy bas been set in motion. Large portions of the 
heathen world have been explored and occupied. The languages, 
the custome and the history of many heathen lands have been invest:- 
gated. The word of God, in whole or in part, has within the present 
half-century, been translated into above a hundred languages. Civi- 
lization has been spread over numerous spots of pagan darkness. 
The cannibal of the past generation has become the peaceful member 
of a Christian community. The ordinances of religion are valued ; 
the law of God is obeyed ; moral improvement has rapidly advanced, 
in lands previously unvisited by the gospel; commerce has followed 
im the steps of Christianity; new codes of law have been enacted 
on the model of Christian states. And while the reacting benefits of 
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Christian missions at home have been felt in the abolition of slavery 
from British dominions; the novel spectacle has been witnessed 
abroad of individuals, not only reclaimed from the errors of Brah- 
minism, Mohammedanism, Budhism, and African Feticism, but also 
set apart by the hands of bishops of our church to the honored work 
of ministers of Christ and instructors of their fellow countrymen. I 
need but mention one fact in connection with this part of my subject, 
that in that one society of the two great missionary institutions of 
the church of England, with which | am myself connected, the 
number of clerical laborers, who have been themselves ether heathen 
or are the sons of heathen, amounts to nearly one twelfth part of the 
whole number of clerical laborers sent out from Europe. This is 
exclusive of about a thousand laymen, who once heathen themselves, 
or the children of heathen, are now engaged as teachers of various 
kinds in the different parts of the missionary field. Besides there are 
nearly ten thousand communicants, who after diligent observation 
and vigurous Christian discipline, are admuted to the Lord's supper, 
there to commemorate the dying love of that Lord and Redeemer, 
who has “ made of one blood all the nations of the earth.” 

V. The ordinary objections to the missionary work, no more affect 
its claim te our approval and support, than they de the claims of 
Christianity itself to our belief. 

The ingenuity of worldly men is often misspent m discovering 
excuses for neglecting so obvious a duty, and depreciating so bene- 
volent an enterprise. Various objections are current in the mouths 
of those who yet frequent the house of prayer, and offer up the peti. 
tion of our Liturgy “ that God’s way may be known on earth, His 
saving health among all nations.” And yet it is seldom remembered 
that these very objections, if valid against the work of missions, 
strike also at the very foundations of Christianity, and that those 
who use these objections, ought, instead of being nominally believers 
in Christianity, boldly to proclaim the scépticism of their mind and 
their disbelief in the divine origin of Christianity itself. 

1. It is objected against Christian missions, that so small a portion 
of the world has been Christianized, compared with the large extent 
to which heathenism prevails. ‘The argument of such objectors seems 
to be something as follows;—a specimen of the fallacious reasoning, 
which sensible men sometimes employ in religion, but which they 
would be ashamed of employing in their secular concerns.—“ A 
great moral disease infects the whole humen race, Christianity is the 
divinely-appointed remedy for this universal malady. This moral 
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remedy has been extended only through a small part of the world. 
The portions of the globe, yet urivisited by this blessed remedy, are 
vast and extensive, compared with the few parts that have received 
its healing eflects. The magnitude and extent of the evil are more 
than we can combat. Therefore let us sit still; let us no longer use 
efforts to diffuse this panacea for the evils of sin, let us patiently 
remain thactive and indifferent. We have hitherto effected little, we 
can effect but little, in diffusing this remedy: we are discouraged at 
the ravages of sin, and the partial knowledge of its remedy. Let us 
leave to God to effect by the intervention of a special miracle, the 
interests of His own truth. Henceforth let us do nothing : let things 
take their course, we are not responsible ! "’ 

Now it is not perceived by such objectors that this practical cun- 
clusion, this principle of action, or rather this principle of inaction, 
this indifference, is quite appropriate in the infidel, who rejects the 
Bible, and believes Christianity an imposture. But that such lan- 
guag eshould ever proceed from the lips of a rational man, professed! y 
convineed of the divine origin of Christianity, is strange, is humilia- 
ting, is a melancholy specimen of the real infidelity of heart of many, 
who find it convenient to their position in society to maintain the 
external semblance of conformity to the usages and forms of the 
Christian religion. How such language can be held by those who 
profess to receive Christianity themselves, and yet deprecate the 
efforts for its extension; and that too on the strange plea, which 
should operate rather as an urgent demand for its propagation, I have 
difficulty in reconciling with my views of what is rational. I can 
understand how the wide expanse of unreclaimed heathenism should 
furnish an additional stimulus and incentive to missionary exertion. 
I cannot conceive how the very facts respecting the world’s condition, 
which speak so strongly the need for increased missionary activity, 
should be pleaded in extenuation of a spirit of indifference, yea of 
hostility to Christian missions. 

The only reply necessary to be made to such, is that the objection 
lies not against the missionary cause, but against Christianity itself. 
It militates not against a particular duty of the Christian code, but 
against the whole system of the Christian religion. The objection 
is not that of the diffident Christian, but of the secret infidel. 

An explanation is found in the Bible, an ignorance of which is 
generally the source of the errors even on the fundamental truths of 
Christianity, which are too prevalent amongst us. The apostolic age 
witnessed a special outpouring of the Holy Ghost on the heathen 
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nations, at the rejection of the Jewish nation. A still more glorious 
effusion of the spirit on the heathen world is destined to mark the 
period of the restoration of the Jews to the Christian church in later 
times. The comparative effects of the rejection and restoration of 
the Jews form an important and affecting portion in the apostle Paul's 
train of argument on Romans 11: 12, 15. verses: ‘“ Now if the fall 
of them be the riches of the world, and the diminishing of them the 
riches of the gentiles, how mach more their fulness’ For if the 
casting away of them be the reconciling of the world, what shall the 
receiving of them be but life from the dead I'’ 

In the meantime, the duty of Christians is plain. We labor to 
obey the command, “ preach the gospel to every creature,” content 
and encouraged with the present measure of missionary success, but 
waiting in humble expectancy, and with continual prayer, for a more 
glorious period of revival from on high, when the full shower of the 
divine blessing shall descend on our work, and when in the common 
joy of God's kingdom, “ they that be wise shall shine as the brightness 
of the firmament, and they that tarn many to righteousness as the 
stare forever and ever.” Daniel 12: 3. 

We have a divine remedy for the evils of cin made known to os 
ia the gospel. Uaving ourselves, through grace enjoyed its efficacy, 
we have a command from Christ to make known its precious know- 
ledge. This duty we must perform and leave the issue in God's bands. 
Duty is ours, events are God's. In the bands of Omnipotence we 
are content to leave them, knowmg that there i a ime when every 
cload of mystery shall be cleared away, and God shall have the full 
glory. To the finite powers of man, many of God's dispensations are 
above comprehension. The words of our Lord to his disciples are 
appropriate. “ What ye know not now, ye shall know hereafier.” 

2. It is also objected against Protestant missions that the mission- 
aries of the various forms of superstition and corrupt religion, evince 
greater zeal and attain greater success in making converts, and 
hence » spurious liberality reacts against the efforts to diffuse spi- 
ritaal Christianity. Deeply convinced of the groundiessness of this 
assertion, and having had opportunities, in various parts of the coast 
of China, to see something of the real character of such conversions 
to nominal Christianity, | would merely content myself with denying 
both the premises and the conclusion, with protesting against both 
the fact and the inference. It is not, however, necessary to my 
argument that I should do so. It is only for me to show, that true 
or untrue, such objections no more affect the enterprise in which we 
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are engaged, than they do our belief in Christianity itself. In the 
time of our Lord, the corrupters of religion showed a praise-worthy 
zeal, worthy a better cause. Our Lord declared of the formalists of 
that day; “ Woe unto you, Scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye 
compass sea and land to make one proselyte; and when he is made, 
ye make him twofold more the child of hell than yourselves.” 

Fully inclined to pay a tribute to the selfdenying zeal of every 
body of men professedly engaged in the effort to diffuse Christianity ; 
fully disposed to exhibit towards them all the kindly imterchanges of 
friendly intercourse; fully believing im those energetic men, who 
with chivalrous ardor are engaged in the endeavor to extend the 
borders of their charch's domination; yet I cannot disabuse my own 
mind of the insufficiency of a religious system so debased by the 
intermixtere of human devices. I cannot forget that a hatred of the 
error is compatible with love for the erring. | cannot forget that 
men are often happily inconsistent with, and superior to, the evil 
principles of their system. I cannot forget that our Lord made a 
declaration, leading us fully to expect that the propaga.ors of pore 
Christianity will sometimes appear to be surpassed by the zealous 
propagators of a less pure faith, when be said, “ The children of 
thee world are wiser in their generation than the children of light."’ 

3. But « is aleo objected, that “ sincerity is every thing: let « man 
sincerely follow out his own system; all will be well at last; and 
therefore we have no right to disturb men in their religious belief 
Christianity is good for the Christian; Mohammedanim for the Mo- 
hemmeden; Budhiem for the Budhist; and Brahmaniem fr the 
Hindoo.” 

Again I repeat, such objections are not valid against the missio- 
nary work alone ; but equally, nay primarily, «fect our belief in Chris- 
tianity itself, [i is an humiliating fact, that language so indicative 
of latitudinarian indifference to all creeds, sentiments affording such 
palpable evidence of universal scepticism of mind, should ever find a 
place in the thoughts of those who presume to bear on their lips the 
name of the adorable Redeemer of mankind! Such language is 
convenient language for the compromising and the warering. It is 
consistent \anguage for the immoral and profane. It is direct blas- 
phemy in the mouth of the professing Christian. What! The blessed 
Lord of heaven and earth, himself incarnate, taking man's nature in 
conjanction with the divine, in order to pay the ransom for the sius 
of the whole world, and open a way of reconciliation with the Fa- 
ther; that so, the previously conflicting attributes mercy and jusuce 
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might be reconciled together; that God might be at the same time 
just and the jostifer of the ungodly; and to be virtually told, and 
that too by a professed believer in the Bible, that thie divinely-ac- 
complished sacrifice was unnecessary, is unessential to the present and 
eternal happiness of man; that Mohammedaniem, Boedhiem, Hin- 
duism are equally good. Oh! Muchtobe-pitied man, who can otter 
such language! Oh! Mach-to-be-pitied darkness of spiriteal vision, 
that can thee trifle with the soul's salvation. ead the stemement of 
the son of God! Not so thought the apostles of old, when, making 
no trace with error, when, sparimg not even the ritual observances 
of the Jews themselves, they declared in the face of the civilization 
of the Romen world and the pantheon of Grecian philosophy, 
“Nenber is there salvation in any other; for there ic none other 
name under heaven given among men, whereby we must be saved.” 
Acts, 4: 12 

In conclasion, my dear brethren, spart from everything of « con- 
troversial character, | would earnestly endeavor to wupress epon 
each one of you the amount of individaal responsibility incembent an 
you in the furtherance of the missionary work. By your influence 
and your example, though personally unengaged in the work, you 
possess the power, you lie under the positive obligation, of lending 
your help in extending the power of Christianity around you. The 
gospe! recognises no middie course, no state of newtrslity. Enher you 
are friends, or you are opponents. “ He that is not with me (ears 
our Lord) is against me ; and he that gathereth not with me scattereth 
abroad.” Matt. 12: 30. 

Be very careful, then, lest you hinder this work, by your mistaken 
prejodices, by your personal hostility, or by your unchristian lives 
before the heathen. Give not currency, by your outrages on Chris 
tian decorum, to the opinion that foreigners have no religion. He 
who now addresses you, has spoken boldly his sentiments to you, as 
to men of candid minds and honest convictions. Six years ago, in 
the quiet retirement of a village pastoral charge, he brought these 
things before the minds of his bumble flock. In his subsequent 
positioa in a more populous and important sphere of ministeric! useful- 
ness, the claims of the missionary work became a topic of increasing 
mterest. The way of providence presented itself for 1 more direct 
and personal engagement in the work, in the proposal made to him 
to come out as one of the first missionary laborers of the Church of 
Eagland to the newly opened ports of China. In this work he has 
been permitted to act only as an explorer and a pioneer; and be has 
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to devolve on other stronger and better men, the honor able privilege 
of laborimg permanently in thee Geld. In this, probably bie loot

The province of ShAnteng = celebrated, in the annals of China, 

foe giving berth to many grand philceephers of the empire, reputed 

here to be the first sages of the world such are Confactus, Mencras, 

Teang-+ex’ and others of distinction. They show the tomb of Con 

fucius in the village of Kiah-fau, a luthe distance from the cuy of 

Wanhien. Kt is & majestic monument, surrounded by « forest of 

oaks, whech affords to the sumerous risers a profound retirement, 

wel? calculated to nourish 1a the minds of the Chinese that religious 
enthusiasm whech they always have bad towards Confucius. 

A mountain, which w said to be the most clevated in Chima, and 
which for this reason is called the Ta: shan (of large mountain) = 
the rendevous for all the devout idolaters of the prowmee There 
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is not one of the indigenous sects but have their idols and pagodas, 
so that the mountain is covered from the base to the summit; the 
bomzes in great members chant day and night their hymns to their 
gods, and practice a thousand saperstitions which attract from all 
parts of thes vast empire crowds of pilgrims. During the first three 
months of the year, expecially, the ways which conduct to this moun- 
tam are cnoumbered with long caravans, who come to accomplish 
ther wows of to eshon bealth and riches from their favorite god or 
chee to sock the foror of being re-bore in « fortanate condition. | 
cnonentered, one day, one of my apostolic jeurnies, & chariot 
Giied euh afd women, who followed afer me, with « cortam holy- 
dey apperel, eo the road leading to the celebrated mountain.

not be drank on account of ts bitterness, These are only « few of 
the many things m relation to the phywcal aspect of Shintang. 
it has a superficies, according to Wyle, of 56,500 square miles, and 
its total population according to the same English authority is 
23,958,700. 

To consider it as a mission, this province is, without contradiction, 
the poorest and most abandoned of the empire. It hardly counts 
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four thousand Christians¢scattered hither and thither, and at so great 
distances as not to be able to afford a mutual support, or to receive 
frequent visits from the missionary ; they are all very indigent, and, 
for the most part, are constantly persecuted by the gentiles of 
ShAntung, whose natural haughtiness and ferocity does not resemble 
m anything the general character of the Chinese. 

In many districts the priest can only show himself in the night. 
There is not, it is said, more than six or seven public oratories; if 
they can be called by that name, which are not able to be distin- 
guished by the heathen, bat that they have been built by the neo- 
phytes at their common expense ; and such oratories! in Europe you 
would not use them for pig-sties! Nevertheless in the bosom of 
these shades, in the silence which w imeited by the proscriptions, 
we celebrate the divine mysteries. 

Far be the thought from me to accuse the zeal of my Christians. 
The deprivation of thew chapels arises from their poverty, not the 
emaliness of thew fauth: they fear moreover that an ornamented 
sanctuary would ooly serve to awaken the enmity of their enemies, 
always ready to make the smallest pretext the excuse for oppresmon. 
‘These chapels are all bail of carth and straw: they have shapeles 
holes for doors and windows; and if ut happens to ram, the church 
= entirely inundated. Judge of the interior: in the middie, a table 
which formerly maght have been goud for something, bat at present 
used and worm-caten @ scarcely stands on its feet; epon the table, 
the alter «= surmounted by two sticks mm the shape of « crom, on 
each sede, a pornager oat of service sustains, in default of chande- 
hers, two wax tapers blackened by the dirt and time; thee w all the 
fureitere of the charch lastead of a Goor there i the carth, an- 
equal and dusty, upon ehich our Christians spread « lntle straw 
ou wheck to pat their keees, Seach, Messrs. are the cathedrals of 
Shinteng! Seach the views cach tame | have met my flock in 
thes humble inclosure ) 

For an example of more profound poverty | must refer to my an- 
cient meson in Hukwang, where | exercised the holy minmtry five 
years. Then I traversed the high chains [of mounteins in} Patong- 
hien. Good God! what indigence bes been exposed to my view ' 
Liow deplorable the lot of those mountameers who live upon the 
bare and naked rocks, thet would better serve as the haunts of the 
deer than the habitations of men! Separated the one from the other 
by three or four days journey, the neophytes, not numbering more 
than five hundred, are able only at long miervals to receive the visits 
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of the priest. To arrive there it is nécessary to leap abysses, to esca- 
lade, by the aid of the hands and_feet, heights of sach declivity, that 
if a false step is made, or a root which you thought would afford a 
eecure footing yields to your pressure, or a stone accidentally detach- 
ed by the guide who precedes you, (if indeed you can get a guide to 
go on so perilous a journey,) would precipitate you down the prec:- 
pices. Then, when dripping with perspiration and panting with 
fatigue, we arrive about evening at the cabin which is to afford us 
shelter, our host has nothing to give you bat water and a little salt 
to season the rice which we have brought with as; and it is even 
necessary to wart til the master of the house goes to the neighbor- 
ing forest to bring fuel to cook our frugal repas. Our bed was 
the bare earth, happy when we could get « handful of straw, not to 
soften cur couch, but to preserve from the dampness. For the re- 
mainder, while we sleep with thoaghts of God, we enjoyed a calm 
and profound repose. 

The houses of these Christians who live apon theese rocks ore 
ample cabuns: the roof of straw, and indeed the terior paritrons 
alee a beap of stones for the table, and the bare earth suffices fur 
repose. But notwithstanding the privations they euffer for the fash. 
ther chosce @ to be preferred. For meteed of the riches of this 
world, they have treasures of virtoe , and they are to the anuemomary, 
whom they regard as an ange! of Ciod, a rich soorce of affectron and 
comsolateon. And um these thei thatched cottages, consecrated by 
an bumble reseguation, | have enpryed an imetpreseible enpry ment, 
eeknown, | believe m the palaces of the neh 

My people of Shanteng are not reduced to thie excess of die 
trees, bat stll they are act im peace. I have already enid that the 
duspestions of the heathen are hostile to them; the hes recently 
been made manifest 

t had concerved the project of building, in « borough situated 
twelve furtangs from the csty of Wu-ching heen a more becoming 
building im which to celebrate the holy mysteries. The knowledge 
1 had of the locality, the eagerness of the Christians to second my 
wishes, all led me to think that the chapel might be erected without 
exciting « storm. They erected in « few days an oratory, small 
indeed, and so poor that hatred itself, « was thought, would not re- 
mark tt. This was of no account. One of the most fanatical of 
the idolaters jadged it a good occasion to calumniate us; and he 
could not let it pass. In his denunciation to the officer he repre- 
sented us as dangerous conspirators; we have, said he, more than 
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five thousand men preparing arms and casting cannon to besiege 
Peking; that eight Europeans directed the enterprise; that more 
than eighty magazines were filled with all kinds of provisions ; that in 
subterranean workshops they were manufactaring everything that 
was necessary for the equipments of a formidable army, &c. 

The author of the accusation, fearing that if he presented  himeel{ 
he would be taken im the snare he was epreading for as, threw it dar- 
ing the night into the court of the palace, where it cast all into 
anueety. Forthwith the officers sent emissaries secretly to inquire of 
the plot. At this time, the Christians, not dreaming of the euspi- 
crons that hovered over them, and delighted with having at length a 
new church, had assembled all day for prayer and religions obser- 
vanees, under the guidance of my excellent fricad, Father Louis de 
Castellazzo. They were engaged im security in this pious exercise 
when the spies arrived. They, applying their car to the door and 
bearing within a confused noise, without further examination, ran 
aed annowveced to the mandarin that the denunciation was too well 
founded, that they had seen the general rendevous of the comspire- 
tors and that their sumber wes not lew than five theesend (5000) 
It was well known that the seophytes did act exceed im the village 
three bundred. 

At thie news the fright of the mandarin rose to its height. He 
simagined that he already saw the city beseged; be had the gates 
abut for three days, and without so much as publishing the reason 
od thes extraordimary measure, aed all thee time be was employed in 
eceret preparations to go aed bleck up the rebels im their supposed 
fortress. At the momweut of bee marching into the country, he 
wished to provide, io case of ae attack wpon the city, for the security 
of that whuch was most precious, by conveying his family and trea- 
sures owt of the province; bat as 4 i provertnally said, that he who 
casts homeelf into the water cannot but be wet, thas the same night 
his wife aed children fell into the bands of brigands and were com- 
pletely despoiled. 
come, without noise, to cut off the access: to the village. The go- 
vernor followed them with four military officers and a whole army 
of satellnwes. My friend had scarcely time to escape at the moment 
the troops, animated by the voice of their chiefs, made the assault, 
overthrew and pillaged the houses upon their passage, searching for 
the arsenal of the rebels in the midst of this paltry village without 
defenders. A pious female, who endeavored to save from profamation 
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some objects of worship, had her arm pierced by a stroke of a lance 
They were soon forced to end the combat for want of enemies. 


Then commenced the diligent search. They summoned « country- 
man to deliver up the canons, the frelocks, the arrows, the sabres, 
the powder, &c., which the rebels had stored up, it was said, in 
subterranean magazines; i was more casy to ask for them than to 
discover them. Their efforts, joined to those of the soldiers, were 
able to discover nothing else, than some books of prayers, some sa- 
cred ornaments, my vestments, my pastoral wooden staff, witha 
certain number of crosses and other religious oljects, These were 
to the conqeeror the enequalled tropines for which a city was thrown 
into @ state of siege, an army sent into the country, and misery 
broaght to en ineffenrive population 

The governor perceived that he had been duped: he wee filled 
with fury agermst those who had so cruelly played the food with hem ' 
Aod be anger was not able to prevent the ridicule and odvem that 
woeld attech to the expedition. Moreover the affeir wae sored 
abroed, was necessary for the mendarim to give the sequel under 
the penalty of appearing to compromise bee reepomsbelity lt be- 
came necessary to collect the different obyrots of religron, to cocham 
tweety-foar Christians and four females, &e., placing them im the 
centre to retera to the city, which be entered ip the sight in order 
to comoes! he shame. 

On the morrow be eat on the tribenal and bad the primoners be 
fore bien: “1 went to your village, he «aid to them, to scorch fo 
rebels and oot fur Christrans, but as you have fallen mio my hand+ 
1 mast jedge you sccording to cur laws.” He then took one of the 
seized books, and read in « load voice several passages from ut, sad 
commented on them with « surprising medley of admiration, “ fw 
treth,” said he to them, * your retigron teaches nothing reprehensible 
m my province (that ts of Pubkien), there ere Christians, and, | avow 
that they imyure so person, nevertheless, as @ a seet prohibited by 
the emperor, | command you to abjure it." “ We are not able to 
do it,” answered the aeophytes. “ Disown God and Mory bis holy 
mother,” (f am ignorant whether be was serious, of whether he 
spoke thas to mock) “ber, who w called im this book the mother 
of mercy, end you shall surely obtain your pardon.” The Christians 
refused with the same firmness. Then they sent the females back 
to their hoases, without requirimg them to undergo the torture. 

All the rigors of the matter fell upon the men: cuffed and beaten, 
some apostatised, the others showed a courage superior to tormeaty 
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the most strocious, repeated five days in succession, durmg which 
time they refused them all kinds of nourishment, in order to abate 
ther constancy by weakening their bodily strength. One of these 
imtrepid confessors went so far as to stimulate the rage of the tor- 
mentors; “strike harder,” when he had been horribly scourged, 
attached by the neck, dragged through the inclosure of the palace, 
bruised against the heavy chains; and, louder than the sound of the 
strokes upon his bleeding loins, he sounded out the name of Jesus 
and Mary which they wished to stiffle upon his lips, and repeated 
with lowe, * blessed be Jesus Christ.” 

At length the judge was weary of these unsuccessful tortures ; he 
was desirous to refer the cause to the superior mandarin of the dix 
trict; bet thee magistrate answered him that he did not wish to med- 
die with the affairs of the Christians, and he engaged to refer the 
matter to the governor-general. The same functionary that 
refused to enter upon the process, asked if any of the Christians had 
renounced the gospel, sed as it was answered to him that many 
had; “Ob,” saps be, “these truly are aot good Christians: « tree 
Christian would choose rather to die than to be anfanhful to his 
God.” The imferiot officer was thus forced to address bis report 
directly to the court and 1 susted hum to render a very anfasthful ac 
count of what had passed 

The response of the governor-general was not to have been on 
pected. He gave an order to the sabaliern officer to proceed um the 
way of tortures, to demand of the Christians act only « denial of 
ther fath, bat aleo the dewuncistion of thew Christian socom 
phoes and especially of the misstenarics: and im case of refusal to 
pronounce sentence upon them with all the rigor of the edicts 
This woold have been the state of this church, if God, who had per- 
matted the enmity to form, had aot opportunely turned aside that 
which menaced it, to cause to fall upow the head of the principal 
author. To effect i, at the moment when the governor-general had 
dispatched the instructious of which we have spoken, a decree arriv- 
ed from the euperor which directed that he should be mclosed in a 
cage as « wild beast, and be carred to Peking to reader an account 
of bes miusdecds 

His successor treated the Christians wth more humanity. It is 
very true that men resist the most terrible affhetions, when they are 
temporary, better than of an mcessant kind, aggravated by the reflec- 
tions of a solitary sadness. This was the case with many of the 
apfortunate prwoners; the ennut, the suffocating heat of the dun- 
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geon, the disgusting insects with which they were covered, effected 
that which the torments could not; they retired from the lists before 
the conflict was ended. A few more days of constancy, and they 
would have gone forth conquerors with their more courageous breth- 
ren; for the mandarin, wearied with the long process, sent one and 
another back to their families, having first directed the demolition of 
the oratory. Thas ended the persecution. 

But, if the Christians of Shantung are few in number, miserable 
and persecuted, the mission of Nanking presents a consoling picture ; 
it is tranquil and flourishing and repays by its abundant fruits the 
zeal of those who direct it. 

Of all the provinces of China, this of Kidngn4n or Nanking is 
perhaps the most beautiful and best cultivated. The Kitng, which 
majestic river the matives call the child of the ocean, divides it into 
two parts: im the part south of the river the capital is situated, 
which has given to the whole province the mame of Nanking or the 
southern coart, in distinction from Peking sitasted more to the 
north. To the south of the Kiting, the chief city is Suchee, the 
most elegant; and polished of cies Everything favors the caltare 
of thie besuuful country, the fertilny of the soil as well as the in- 
telligemt activity of the inhabstamts. the frequent rains that refresh it, 
together with the many rivers that furrow it im every direction 
Notwithstandmng the truly prodigrous industry of the inbabstants, the 
wenhausuble fertiiny of the sail, u ie mot able to afford safficient 
powrmhment for the population, which m more dense than im any 
other provmece. To supply the anauel consumption they import a 
great quantity of rece from Hekwang, whence also Kidngndn gets 
the greatest part of the wood for buiding. 

According to Wyle, the superficies of Kidagnin® is 81,500 
square miles, and its popalation reaches to 73,030,060 of inhabi- 
tants. Formerly religion was so Gourishing, that every city had 
temples consecrated to the true God, a great mamber of mandarins 
bad been subdued to the yoke of the gospel, and more than 200,000 
Christians, t is said, practised with fervor the admirable rirtocs 
Bat the violence of the persecutions that occurred ander the em- 
perors Yungching, Kienlong, and Kidking covered the whole extent 
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yet exist have been converted either into offices for the officers, or 
pagodas or public granaries; the ruin of the faith was almost uni- 
versal, less hitherto from the desertion of apostates, than from the 
coldness that comes over the sou! in the absence of the missionaries, 
from having fled or been cast into prison. These afflicted sheep 
would always have remained faithfal to the instructions of their pas- 
tors, I believe, if they could have heard them; but in the time of 
confusion and terror, deprived of their guides by the fury of the 
wolves, who made a horrible butchery of the flock, they became so 
dispersed as no longer to have communication among themsclves 
when the sword struck their bishop, M. Godefroi. 

This successor, though he was hindered many years from acting 
by the persecation of the emperor Kienlung, succeeded by his illus 
trious piety end indefatigable zeal in restoring 4 great many souls to 
the church, and at his death in 1782, he had already heard the 
confessions of more than three thousand. 

A second general persecation was kindled im 1605, under the 
emperor Kiiking; bot was lees fatal in KRidngn4n than the preced- 
ing, its raveges prevailed more to the north, where the churches 
were destroyed end many of the Christians incarcerated. It appears 
that the pegens by an invention not less foolish than wicked, fitted 
a cross to the soles of the feet of the confessors, so that in defaalt of 
a voluntary abjaretion, they were under the necessity of trampling 
under foot the sacred sign of salvation and thereby convicted of 
eprstacy. 

To these times of trial days of quietness have succeeded. The 
return of peace, joined to the zeal of the newly arrived missionaries, 
and more than all by the blessing of the Lord, who blessed their 
efforts, has so greatly increased the number of the neophytes, that 
they number seventy-two or seventy-three thousand, without includ- 
ing the province of Honan which is also a part of my vicarate. 

On the side of the sea my jurisdiction extends to the isle of Kung- 
min and the peninsula Hai-min, where we number more than ten 
thousand four hundred Christians; the greater portion of the Chris- 
tians on the mainland reside in SungkiAng,; the capital city of a dis- 
trict of the first order which embraces seven districts of the third 
order ; to the capital of one of these I am pleased to refer, because 
the names of two eminent Christians are associated with it, as 
ShAnghAi was the theatre of the apostolic success of Father Matthew 
Ricci, and then the descendants of that most illustrious disciple, 
the great mandarin Paul Hin, now profess with fervor the faith of 
this first minister of the empire. 
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Séchau fa and Nanking form two extensive Christian communi- 
ties. Their number, though it is to me a subject of congratulation, 
causes me profound grief when I think of the impossibility of my 
succoring all, and that at the moment I stand beside the dying, some 
other unfortunate persons, who equally need my ministry, express 
their wishes, but for want of priests they die without the sacraments. 

It was under the impression of these distracting thoughts then, 
that, during the last year, | bad the joy of seeing the Jesuit fathers 
re-entering China, where they had done so much, and where the re- 
membrance of their knowledge and piety lies still in the hearts of the 
Chinese neophytes, who have transmitted from generation to genera- 
tion the hope and the vow of their return at some day: i is for me 
the last of the bishop [le dernier des evéques} that providerice has 
reserved the signal favor of welcoming their retura to these distant 
shores. 

Notwithstanding, the arrival of this generous company, | can only 
number foarteen co-workers in my mmmense diocese, viz: four Eu- 
ropeans, M. Lavaiasiere, French Lazarist, Fathers Gotteland, Bruy?re 
and Estéve, Jesuits, and ten native priests, for the most part old and 
infirm. 

These are not sufficient for the ministry of the sick. M. Lavais- 
siere has in his district alone about aine thousand four hundred 
Christians, and he is able only to visit them once in three years, 
notwithstanding his indefatigable zeal and prodigious activity, on 
account of the infirmities which press upon a missionary for a great 
part of the time, and that the converts are so separated that it is ne- 
nessary to make many journeys in going from one to the other. 

In order to give to my flock the pastors they require, the best plan, 
without doubt, would be to establish a mative seminary; but in my 
absolute destitution, how can I hope? Nevertheless, passed by the 
necessity, I have arranged some rooms im a public oratory for the 
reception of twenty-two pupils, who are studying Latin under the 
direction of Father Bruyére. Many other excellent persons have 
entreated me to receive them; but my feeble resources require a 
painful refusal. And | will even be forced to abandon this little 
establishment, if I do not soon receive the resources I am hoping to 
get from Europe. That which encourages me in this enterprise, 
and sustains me in the midst of my distresses, is the sweet confi- 
dence that the Great association, raised up in these last times for the 
aid of missions, will remove my solicitude im giving, by their alms, 
the means for the establishment and enlargement of that which was 
formed with so much difficulty. 
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If my diocese could only have a day of the apostles in porportion 
to its extent, Oh! with what rapidity would it propagate our holy 
religion! It appears moreover that the mandarins are wanting in any 
intention to molest us; they know very well that the neophytes are 
very numerous in this province, that there are more than two han- 
dred chapels, that they meet every Sabbath for prayer; and so fer 
are they from taking ambrage, that they not only impose silence 
upon our detractors, but they wish to publish that the empire has 
not more faithful subjects than the Christians. This is for us a li- 
berty unknown to the other provinces. We take advantage of this 
to give to the feasts a great solemnity at the Christmas and Easter, 
more than 2000 Christians, assisted at the celebration of the holy 
misteries ; a large number of pagans mingled with the pious throng, 
and carried away when they retired a germ of the faith which time 
and grace will cause to spring forth; I baptized twenty-four during 
the last month. 

That which gives to my flock the most perfect security is that they 
are tolerated by the highest authorities. The viceroy of this pro- 
vince named Sauking, is the Tartar prince who bravely combated 
the English last year, in the defense of Ningpo. Without doubt he 
had occasion, during the siege, to appreciate the courage of the 
Christians; for after they had surrendered the city he publicly de- 
clared their praises, and turned his resentment against the bonzes, 
their enemies, destroyed their pagodas, carried away their idols, and 
sold thew gods for « small price upon the march. 

We were exposed to a false accusation, that we had secret rela- 
tions with the English ; bat by a signal interposition of providence 
the calumny, promptly refuted, returned upon the authors. 

Very recently, a troublesome Christian, who had written out an 
accusation against as, was carrying it to the palace; on the way, be- 
fore he had arrived,—as of old it happened to Arius, when this heri- 
search, denying the divinity of Jesus Christ, hed returned in triumph 
to the great temple of Constantinople to be readmitted to the com- 
munion of the faithful,—seized with a rending of the bowels at the 
very door of the officer, this false brother was taken up half dead, by 
the neophytes who found upon him the rough sketch of the accuse- 
tion with a long list of names of the missionaries and Christians. 

We have firm confidence that, thanks to the divine mercy, this 
vast mission more favored than any other mission by circumstances, 
will also be the most flourishing in the empire. It is to be fpar- 
ed, it might appear, lest the Anglican proselyters, who scatter 
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Bibles with a plentiful hand, may counteract our efforts; but in my 
opinion,® it will result in more good than evil; these books though 
altered in many places, will contribute to the diffusion of Christian 
ideas, they will inspire in many a strong desire to know more of our 
great truths, and as is most probable they will come to us to seek 
an explanation of this dead letter, of those obscure passages which 
they cannot understand of themselves, the doubts of the pagans wil! 
always be resolved in favor of our faith. A Chinese, who renounces 
idols, cannot be else than a Catholic. 

Some of the English themselves do us justice and offer to protect 
us. Mr. Robertson,? second interpreter to the British plenipoten- 
tiary in China wrote to me a letter to this effect, from which I tran- 
scribe literally the following lines: “ For myself, mousieur, I have 
no expressions to express how much I have been delighted to make 
your scqesiatance. It is true that I am « Protestant, nevertheless 
that does not prevent me from admiring the heroism, the devotion, 
and the superiority of the Catholic missionaries in China, yes, this 
is « proof that your holy religion does not consist in vain words, but 
that it procedes from the bottom of the heart.” 

This year we have enjoyed the consolation of a general meeting at 
our spiritual retreat, preaching by Father Gotteland. This retinion 
of all my priests, who had not as yet seen Nanking, produced an ex- 
trsordigury effect upon the edified Christians, and may serve as 
small synod, when we can regulate in common a multitede of things 
proper to secure the triamph of the gospel. We have adopted this, 
among other resolutions, to erect schools in all the villages, and to 
choose in each locality « certain namber of pious widows, who hav- 
ing some knowledge of medicine, may be able, under the pretext of 
administering remedies to sick infants of pagans, to confer baptism. 
The expenses of this good work, I have taken as my own charge, and 
1 have engaged to cover all the expenses, like those poor who not 
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At least one third of our Nanking Crituans are composed of fixt- 
ermen, living by the.r mets om ther litte boats, which conduct them 
hither and thither, whorever they hope to encounter the nunemter of 
the true God. The simply and candor of their souls are painted 
upon thew ingenaous covatenances. Often they meet about evening 
to the nember of twenty barques in the middle of the river, and 
chant ss chores ther holy prayers which always finish with a sweet 
mvrocation to Mary conceived without in; these ascend a6 an 
agreealc moense to the throne of the Lamb, for they proceed from 
hearts which the breath of pasmom has never tarnished. 

It ws not the Gehermen only thet edify as by their innocence of 
life’ the other fathfel do aot leas astonish us by their virtues, sur- 
rounded as they are by wickedness of every kind, and deprived of 
all nose ebundant succors that are so lavished upon the Christians 
in Europe. Often, mm the midst of the consolations they afford me, | 
bleh for myself im seeing the great simplicity of their faith, their 
profowed bortor of sum, and the great purity of motiwe that anmmates 
all thew actrons. 

I hope you will pardon, Messrs, the leagth af my letter; it is the 
fret ume | have written to you, and I have so many miseries to 
paint to you, so masy hope: te confide, and such excellent rirtues to 
present to your eyes! Will you excuse these out-gushings of my 
beart, aad | shall be dowbly happy if 1 have communicated to you 
some of the sestuments which animate me in favor of those whom 
Ged has given to we as children. I! have the honor to be, &c

Annually on the 20th of the 12th month of the year, the seals of 
all the offices t the empire are closed up and remain so 
nomi till the 20th of the succeeding month, which period of 
30 days is allowed for the festivities of the new year. In the mean 
time, however, it is found necessary to carry on 4 certain amount of 
public business; and the Gazettes, instead of being full and coming 
out once in two days, are very brief, appearing every four, five, or 
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six days. These Gazettes, issued during the holidays, form a sup- 
plementary series, comprising the five preceding numbers. 

The number before us is the first of the regular series for the 
current year. The principal document in it is a Report from the 
Board of Punishments, giving particulars respecting a religious sect, 
called Tsing Lien Kau, ix rf . “The Religion of the Green 
W ater-lily,”’ which made its appearance in Kwangsi about the middie 
of last year. The report occupies twenty-four pages in the Gazette. 
These sects are very troublesome to the Chinese government and 
people, being composed of vagabonds who regard neither the laws 
nor the welfare of their fellow creatures. We should be glad to lay a 
translation of the report before our readers, but this is impracticable, 
at least for the present.

This number of the Gazette is for the 21st and 22d days of the Ia 
month of the 26th year of the reign of his i jal majesty —Feb. 
17th and itth, 1846. The names of Lin Tsehsti and Tang Ting- 
ching, the first, governor of the province of KAnsuh, the other, 
vernor of the province of Shensi, both : cpeiielle Ia ie 
number. Our readers will remember shes these men were principal 

ts in bringing on the late war between Great Britain and China. 
Having sal the storm, they subsequently fell into disgrace, were 
expelled from office, carried a to Pekiag, and there sentenc- 
ed to heavy punishment. They both were sent into banishment, 
and their names for a long period ceased to appear in the Gazettes. 
Lin was more than once reported dead. The first proof of his being 
alive, which seemed suthentic, was the announcement of a book at 
Subchaw regarding foreigners, generally understood to be his work 
This was in the corly part of 1545, before the end of that year the 
emperor was pleased to recall and to reinstate in office, and reinvest 
with honors, both Lin and Tang. Placed in sach circumstances Chi- 
nese officers are put on probation. Being now themselves under 
discipline, these veteran officers seem disposed to bring their sub- 
alterns to a more strict performance of their duties, by asking re- 
wards for the faithful aud degradation and punishment for delin- 
quents. 


No. 3. 


This number is for the 19th and 20th of February, and we make 
from it a ae ane, eon first the Chinese and then a4 trans 
ation. It will be seen that their excellencies Kiying and Hwing 
are among the very few who are to receive special marks of distinc- 
tion. This looks well, so far as it regards the new relations with 
foreigners. If we may judge from this document, Hwing stands 
preeminent in favor among those of the same rank in his majesty's 
service. And he is doubtless as well qualified, as any man in the 
empire, to act the part of nrnpe 4 for foreign affairs. One of the 
last messengers from court is said to have brought many little tokens 
of favor from the emperor for thove officers. 
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“A vermilion edict (i. ¢. an edict written in vermilion by the em- 
peror's own hand) has been received, showing the results of the 
great triennial examination for merit held at court. All the Chinese 
and Manchu ministers, within and without the capital, who are able 
to show diligence and truthfulness, and discharge the duties of their 
offices with sincere hearts, ought to be distinguished. Those who 
possess talents for common service, but whose strength is wasted and 
whose years are far advanced, it is hard to indulge. Bot if among 
the aged there are those whose energies and strength continue an- 
diminished, these it is right to retain in office. Now on the retorn 
of this great examination, the Board of Office having made out « 
schedule of all the ministers within and without the capital, We have 
deliberated and acted on the same. 

“ Muhchangéh and Pwén Shingan, high chancellors; Séishang- 
4h and Ki Tsuntsan, presidents of the Board of Revenoe; and He 
Jilin, president of the Board of War; ex and dilligent im the 
discharge of business, of singular virtue singular mind: Ngan- 
hwri, a president of the Board of Office, exhibiting somewhat of 
patience and trothfalnass io the man of all public affairs: 
Na'rhkingah, the governor-general of the province of Chibli, manag- 
ing well all the affairs of the important post on the frontier: Pde- 
hing, bigh chancellor and governor-general of the province of Sz'- 
chuen, of sterling character and rectitude, retaining strength beyond 
hes years: Aiying, vice bigh chancellor and governor-general of 
Kwangtung and Kwangsi, with all his mind and thoughts con- 
trolling the maritime frontiers: and Mwdng Ngantung, governor of 
Kwingtang. joming strength to councils and aiding in maintaining 
quiet and stability: let all these be delivered over to the Board of 
Office to deliberate on the marks of distinction that ought to be 
given them. As to the others, let them as usual discharge the func- 
tions of their respective offices. This is from the emperor.”

WHEREAS it is expedient that Provision should be made for 
establishing an effective System of Police within the Colony of 
Hongkong :

I. Be it enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for his Excel- _ Governor to appoint 


lency the Governor of Hongkong to nominate and appoint a proper 
Person to be Chief Magistrate of Police throughout the Colony of 
Hongkong, who shall reside in the Town of Victoria, and shall be 
charged and invested with the general Direction and Superintendence 
of the Force to be established under this Ordinance, and to appoint, 
from time to time, fit and proper Persons to be respectively Marine 
and Assistant Magistrates, and Superintendents of Police under the 
said Chief Magistrate, and proper Persons to be Clerks in the Office of 
such Chief Magistrate; and every such Marine and Assistant Magis-

One-proof that 
the Chinese meditated no revenge yesterday the 
night before, tuxy heard of our sollte having 
spiked their Guns at the Bogue, saw our steamers 
all yesterday forenoon firing on their Forts in the 
river, and upto $ past 2 o’clock yesterday, we were 
helpless They could have pillaged our Houses— 
or taken our persons,and we were not in a position to 
resist—Our Consul was not awareof what was 
going on in the river, any more than we were, 
and, you can well imagine how the tops of our 
Houses were crowded by hundreds watching the 
“ storming operations ” of the “ Pluto” and “ Cor- 
sair’ To-day will bring forth wonders also, no 
doubt. Sir John is to go imo the city, it is reported, 
and df resistance is shewn, will blow down the 
about Keying ears! One or two miles of Ground in 
circumference on the other side will be demanded 
from Keying for Foreigners, the companys Garden 
will be extended, and in fact, we are on the verge of 

etting all we want if we only ask it, and insist on 
Seton it. 

There is, it occurs to me, a declaration of war 
made by one party or another; if! am mp this, 
how hangs our Treaty. We enter a friendly ee 
Fort (the Bogue) spike and destroy nearly 200 

ns,scatter the powder to the winds—p up the 
Rives and are fred at by the Chinese, which we re- 
turn of course,—the matter no doubt has been well 
weighed before such steps were taken- But as it is 
a movement new in itself, and unequalled in its re- 
sults, (so far as it has gone) it will form the subject 
of discussion and comment throughout Europe.
